Kinley, the white woman who, as has

also detained. The woman is to serve 
out a twelve-day sentence for loitering, 
while the officers are further ferreting 
out the details of the tragedy. gEvans 
must face a charge of impersonating an 
offer. He will have a hearing before 
Recorder Cabaniss tomorrow morning. 
The* detectives, Messrs. Amason and 


Bunch and Talley -Jenkins, have been 
working the case from fragments of evi- 
dence gathered since they took hold, 
they have located and lodged the per- 
sons, with what final results, it remains 
to be seen. The arrest of Celia Mar- 
shall yesterday will in all probability 
prove the undoing of the guilty parties. 
The negro woman was closely questioned, 
and Julia Kinley’s arrest followed. With 
all emphasis this woman denies her 
guilt, but she says the loved Arthur 
Dyche more than any person on earth. 

The detectives,-Chief Conner and the 
deputies cdénnected with the case from 
the sheriff’s office are working faith- 
fully on every particle of evidence, and 
according to that already in hand, the 
white woman will be required to un- 
ravel several intricate incidents in con- 
nection with the case before she con- 
vinces those concerned that she had 
nothing to do with the murder.

Jackson, Miss., July 2.4(Special.)— 
George Jenkins, the noted negro des- 
perado, who was to be hanged at Tunica 
tomorrow for the murder of Herbert 


Clifton, a prominent young planter of 
that county, made good 
declaration: “‘I won't be hanged if I ca. 
help myself. The only way they witl 
ever get me to the gallows will be <9 
carry me there.”” He committed suicide 
in the Hinds county jail just as he was 
about to be taken from his cell, and car- 
ried to Tunica for execution. His body 
was buried in the potter's field. 

Sheriff Owens, of Tunica county, re- 
turned home very much chagrined over 
the queer turn of fate that permittee 
Jenkins to cheat the gallows. 

All preparations hag been complete 
for the hanging, and it was to be @ 
public event, the victim of Jenkins hav- 
ing been one of the most. prominest 
planters in the delta, and his friends de- 
manded that the execution take place i” 
public. 

The Tunica sheriff had. a right to feel 
the suicide of Jenkins, for

STATE TREASURY 
IS AT LOW EBB 


Only $35,000 on Hand and 
Money Is Coming in 
Slowly. 


Funds in the state treasury are get- 
ting at a low ebb. There is only $35,000 
now left in the general fund in the 
treasury since the state treasurer paid 
out about $160,000 in semi-annual in- 
terest on state bonds, due July rt. 

Notwithstanding this,- the legislative 
expenses, amounting to $70,000, will 
have to be paid, besides the salaries of 
Statehouse officers and the monthly 
amounts due the statehouse officers. 
Then, too, the teachers of the state are 
anxious to get more of thelr money as 
soon as possijje, 

It may be found necessary for the 
State to make a temporary loan, as is 
authorized under the constitution, ta 
the extent of $200,000 to supply casual 
de&iciencies, until the taxes begin to 
come in later in the fall. 

The state’s present source of income is 
rather limited, amounting to $35,000 a 
month as rental for the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, small amounts in spe- 
cific taxes, and the like. The outlook 
for collecting sufficient to meet the run- 
ning expenses of the state and paying 
the legislature, during the next few 
months, is not encouraging, say the 
state treasury officials. 

A similar condition occurred two years 
ago, when the governor found it neces- 
sary to borrow part of the amount per- 
mitted under the constitution, to meet 
the emergency.

Should Be Liberal with R. F. D. Car- 
. riers. 

As the result of a ruling by thepost- 
office department in Washington, it 
appears the great majority of the rural 
letter carriers oldest in the service are 
not to receive the maximunt salary of 
$900.a year, recently established, but 
are to be paid oua mileage basis 
wherever their routes happen to be 
under twenty-four miles in length. It 
would Beem this is ground for just 
complaint on the yart of those who 
have devoted their best years and en- 
ergies to the service, and who are to 
suffer because they do not‘drive quite 
so far in a day as do some other car- 
rier who may have far less work to do 
in supplying their routes. 

Briefly the facts in the case are 
these:. The standard route—the route 
which commands the maximum salary 
was originally 20 miles in length, 
and the salary $600. The fifty-eighth 
ccngress increased the standard route 
to 24 miles and the maximum salary 
te $720.. But when the department 
made its find proration of salaries, 
effective July 1, 1904, it was Tollowed 
by an executive ruling which gave 
each earrier then receiving the old 
maximum, the full $720, or new maxti-

The fact that these short-route men 
who began sarvice on the 20-mile 
standard route, and who have been 
in the service for years, serve the most 
thickly populated sections which they 
have themselves aided in building up.

age long-route man, does not appear to 
have been taken imto consideration. 
Besides, the short-route men have 
worked longer under poor pay; they 
have spent more money for horses and 
usually have to travel the roughest 
roads, These are the men who have 
most largely made the service what 
it is today. 

In justice to these men the depart- 
ment should not make distance alone 
the basis of salary. There are other

ijand, it would seem, even more im- 
pertant considerations in arriving at a 
fair proration of salaries under the 
‘new law. Length and merit of service 
‘cannot be ignored, if the best results 
‘are to be attained. The department,

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Editor Constitution: An editorial of 
the 26th instant entitled ‘Barnesville’ 
Just Cleim,” presents only one side of 
@ question that concerns fhe people of 
Monroe and Pike counties. + 

The town of Barnesville has for the 
past two years endeavored to gét the 
legislature to create a new county out 
of territory to be taken from Pike and 
Monroe counties, with Barnesville as 
the county site. The advocacy of this 
new county originated in Barnesville 
end has been kept alive almost entirely 
by these same advocates. Although the 
efforts to create the new county has 
twice failed before the legislature it 
would géem as if the effort is to again 
be made. 

Your editorial says: ‘That the advo- 
cates of the Cook county proposition, 
who include practically every man, wom- 
an and child in the territory to be taken, 
etc.” This statement is very incorrect 
and we are sure is based on a misap- 
prehension of conditions, for those who 
are familiar with the facts know that in- 
Milner district alone there is very active 
opposition ¢o this mew county elthough 
they would be only 5 miles from Barnes- 
ville and on the railroad, while ag it is 
they now travel 8 miles to court, as 
the people of Barnesville. You also say 
that some of the people ride ‘20 miles 
to their county seat.’’ That you are mis- 
informed in this particular is well known 
to the residents of both old counties 
and even if this were true they would be 
practically the same distance from 
Barnesville. 

You also say: ‘‘Evidence is advanced 
to show that there is now so much 
friction and ill will between the people 
of western and eastern Pike that it is 
next to impossible to get any county 
work done in or near Barnesvillé, while 
the people of that city have often had to 
contend with prejudicial verdicts.’’ This 
statement simply repeated by you, no 
doubt, on false claims of the advocates 
of the new county, is the most glaring 
imposition upon your goodness, for we 
are in possession of facts that absolute- 
ly deny the facts stated. The county of 
Pike hag spent several ¢housand dollars 
in the last few months near Barnesville; 
in fact, more by far in that section 
than in any other portion of the county. 
This can be shown by proof. Now the 
latter part of this statement as to the 
‘prejudicial verdicts” rendered in this 
county, we presume, ig due to a state- 
ment boldly made by the advocates of 
this new county, and openly claimed by 
the board of trade of Barnesville in 
letters written to the members of the 
assembly, in which they say: ‘Judge EK. 
J. Keagan, judge of the Flint circuit, in 
which we are situated says that ‘the 
prejudice of the people of the western 
portion of Pike county agaiwSt the peo- 
ple of this end of the county is such 
that it is no longer possible for juries to 
give unprejudicial verdicts.’’’ This was 
such an absurd, yet at the same time, 
dangerous statement that we immedi- 
ately wrote Judge Reagan asking for 
either a confirmation or denial of the 
Statement. His letter, ‘which we now 
have in our possession, dated the 27th 
instant, flatly denies ever having made 
euch a statement. This was such an 
unfair statement that Judge Reagan was 
not satisfied with the denial thus made, 
but again wrote on the ist instant: ‘“l 
herewith inclose your letter referring to 
the new county matter as requested in 
your letter. You cannot denounce the 
part of it ¢hat refers to me too strongly 
to guit me. I ‘have written to Mr, Coch- 
ran telling him that the whole thing is 
false, so far as the statement attributed 
to me is concerned, and asking for a 
correction.”’ 

Thus it is seen that an effort was made 
to prejudice members of the assembly 
by making statements utterly without 
foundation. 

It is true that if the new county were 
formed, as designed, it would be an ideal 
arrangement for the town of Barnseville, 
but thesé people in their selfish demands 
for the dismemberment of two old stand- 
ing counties have left out the facts as 
to the condition in which the old coun- 
ties will be left. (It is a well known 
fact that Barnesville is on a plateau; 
that the territory left in the two old 
counties are traversed with large water- 
ways, over which there are thousands 
of doHars’ worth of bridges tobe main- 
tained. In addition to this, it is well 
known that these old middle Georgta 
counties are not the beneficiaries of an 
influx of immigrants, but that they have 
lost many of their people who have 
moved to south Georgia and other locali- 
ties, and that they only have the natu- 
ral birth rate to depend upon for an in- 
crease in their population.

EXERCISES AT ASHEVILLE. 


Visitors and Delegates Have Been 
Greatly Entertained. 
Asheville, N. C., July 2.—(Special.)— 
Saturday evening the visitors and 
delegates to Kenilworth inn were en- 
tertained and instructed by a profound 
lecture delivered by Rev. D. Clay Lilly, 
of Winston-Salem, N. C. He delivers 
four lectures on Bible doctrines. The 
first was entitled “God, Man and In- 
spiration.” He first announced the 
universality of belief in God, the spon- 
taneity of belief in God, and the per- 
tinacity of belief in God. He declared 
the first great lesson of the Bible to 
be God’s separation from the material 
universe, in eternity, in powers, in 
self-existence, in essence, and in self- 
consciousness. He discussed also the 

origin and nature of man. 

Sunday was filled with praise and 
worship by the assembly here. A 
prayer service was led in the ea 
morning by Dr. W. W. Pinson, mis- 
sidnary secretary of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, south.’ At il a. m. 
Professor O. A. Brown, of Vanderbilt 
university, preached. His theme was 
“The Bible as a Missionary Book.” 
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USTICE Andrew J. Cobb, presiding 
justice of the supreme court, 


whose announced intention to re- 


sign from the supdeme bench was 4n- 
nounced exclusively in The Constitution, 
will not tender his resignation to take 
effect before some time in the fall, 
probably about October |. It is Justice 
Cobb’s desire to dispose of all those 
cases in the hearing of which he has sat 
with the court and which have been re- 
ferred to him for opinions, and to leave 
@ clear deck behind for his successor. 

The alnouncement of Justice Cobb's 
intention to leave the supreme bench 
caused much surprise and regret among 
his many friends throughout the state. 
He. is known as an able and a careful 
judge, and his opinions have been wide- 
ly quoted as authority in Georgia and 
other states. 

Justice Cobb went on the supreme 
bench January |, 1897, being one of the 
three additional justices at that time 
provided for by the legislature. He is 
now approaching the close of his sec- 
ond term, which will expire January I, 
1909. He is the only one of the jus- 
tices now on the supreme bench not 
receiving the full salary of $4,000. This 
happens because the bill increasing the 
Salaries from $3,000 to $4,000 was 
passed subsequent to his election, and 
under the constitution his salary could 
not be increased until he secured a new 
commission. 

Justice Cobb has participated in and 
written some of the most important 
and farreaching decisions ever handed 
down from the supreme bench. He is 
noted for going to the bottom of every 
question of which he takes hold, and 
in important cases enters into a histor- 
ical review of the law involved. He is a 
man of ideas and an original thinker, 
and the court wiil lose by his leaving it. 
Among the decisions with which his 
name is prominently connected is that 
sustaining the enactment of the code by 
the legislature. UWnder this deeision the 
law as contained in the code is upheld 
constitutionally as having received leg- 
islative sanction, 

Staff of New Governor. 

Governor Smith has not yet had time 
or opportunity to consider his staff ap- 
pointments, but will probably make them 
within the next few days. He has re- 
ceived a large number of applications 
for appointment as lieutenant colonel on 
the staff, but many of the applicants are 
ineligible under the new law, and nat- 
urally there will have to be some dis- 
appointments. 

The governor is now entitled to 28 
staff members of the rank of Heutenant 
colonel, and each one of these must have 
seen some military experience either in 
the state forces, the United States army 
or navy, or in the confederate army or 
navy. The only member of the new 
governor's staff yet appointed is Gen- 
eral Clement A. Ewvans, chief of staff. 

Abandoned Its Plan. 

President C. R. Porter, of the State 
Mutual Life Insurance company, of 
Rome, annouced yesterday to Comptrol- 
ler General W. A. Wright that the 
company had abandoned its plan of is- 
suing and selling stock in an agency 
company“ which is to have charge of 
writing its insurance. This was the 
plan which the attorney genera! decided 
it would ‘be illegal for the company to 
undertake. It was at. first Intended to 
appeal from Judge Hart’s decision in 
the courts, but after & full consideration 
of the matter, the company, as stated 
by, President Porter, has decided not to 
push the matter. It will stmply con- 
tinue in the old line life insuarnce bus- 
iness according to the plans and meth- 
ods which it has heretofore pursued and 
in Which it has the hearty indorsement 
of the state officials. 

General Harris Resigns. 

Adjutant General 8. W. Harrts yester- 
day formally tendered his resignation fn 
writing to Governor Smitn, an@ ft has 
been accepted. Commisstons have heen 
prepared for Colonel Andrew J. Scott as 
adjutant general, he bemg promoted 
from the post of assistant, and for Col- 
onel W. G. Obear as tnspector general 
of state troops. The commissions be- 
come effective at once,

of the late Chief Justice Logan E.

Some Richmond County Bills. 

Representative Dunbar of Richmond 
introduced two interesting bills in the 
house yesterday, one of them provid- 
ing for a new and interesting feature 
in city government. It is in the shape 
of an amendment to tke charter of the 
city of Augusta, and requires ‘that all 
candidates for the position of mayor 
Or member of council shall, between 
the first Wednesday in October and 
the first Wednesday in November be- 
fore the election, file notice of their 
intention to become candidates with 
the clerk of council. In the event only 
one notice is filed, the candidate shal? 
be declared entitled to thé position for 
which he offers, without the necessity 
for election. In case no’ notices are 
filed, the regular election shall be 
held as is now customary. The pro- 
visions of the law are to be published 
in September of each year.

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SPENT HIS LAST DAYS 


ROM Rev. George R. Loehr, o 
F Shanghai, The Constitution has 

received the following, giving de- 
tails of the last illness and death of Dr. 
Young J. Allen, which will be read with 
interest all over the south, only the an- 
noumcement of his death having beer 
printed heretofore: ‘ 

“A cablegram was sent from Shanghai 
June 4 that Rev. Young J. Allen died 
May 30. I suppose that it is wel) known 
The many friends anc 
admirers of’ Dr. Allen will want to know 
about his 
that he was taken so unexpectedly away 
from us. A bereaved church will want 
to know about this most eminent ser- 
vant of the church. 

“Dr Allen waé enjoying his usual good 
health up to Tuesday, May 2i. That 
day, however, he felt unwell and had 
some fever. He, however, went on with 
his work as usual. On Wednesday he 
felt very badly and had some fever: 
still he did a hard day’s work, as he 
was anxious to get all of the “copy” 
ready for the two papers of which he 
was the able editor. He employed two 
Chinese writers and they were both with 
him that day; one in the forenoon and 
the -other in the afternoon. When he 
had finished his work for the day he 
went to his room and went to bed. He 
had chills and. fever, his temperature 
going as high as 103, and thre jt re- 
mained. The doctor was calleq in and 
he did’ not think there was anything se- 
rious. He, with the family, hoped that 
the sickness would now yield to treat- 
ment and that in a few days Dr. Allen 
would be himself again. This was a 
vain hope. On Thursday he felt worse 
and had no appetite. Friday fever still 


somewhat 
confused and he talked a good deal 
about many things. Tvesday a trained 
nurse was engaged. His mind was 
more and more confused, and he still 
tried to talk about the work that was 
so dear to his heart. 

‘On Monday he wanted his writers to 
come to his room, that he might know 
that they had finished the work he had 
given them. He foumd that they had, 
and that there was ‘copy’ enough for 
both papers. Tuesday night he slept 
reasonably well. Wednesday he was al- 
most unconscious and could not talk at 
all. The doctor came in the morning 
and was much surprised to find such a 
sudden change for the worse. He came 
again at noon and was still more sur- 
prised and became very anxious. All 
the afternoon Dr. Allen’s fever was 
high and we could not reduce it. We 
knew that his heart was affected and 
feared that he could not recover. The 
doctor came again at 7 o'clock and did 
all that he could to help the heart, which 
was growing weaker and weaker, per- 
form its functions. His efforts were 
in vain. He said then he feared the 
patient would not live throughout the 
night. The nurse did all that she could 
do to carefully carry out the goctor’s di- 
rections, The doctor came again at 
9:30 o’clock and administered stimulants 
but with no avail. The pulse beats grew 
weaker and slower and breathing was 
heavy. The doctor said he was un- 
conscious and therefore felt no pain. l 
asked Dr. Allen on Wednesday afternoon 
at 5 o’clock if he felt any pain and he 
shook® his head. I do not know if he 
meant that as an answer to my ques- 
tion, or that he did not understand me. 
He did not make any effort to speak all 
day Wednesday, just lay there a patient, 
silent sufferer. It was sad in the ex- 
treme to see his life slowly ebbing away. 
The doctor left at 10 o’clock, saying 
that nothing more could be done and 
that he coulg not live through the night. 

“At | a.m. Thursday morning his spirit 
left the body and went to be with God, 


Like HBnoch of old, ‘he was not; for God 
took him.’ We could not realize then, 
nor can we do so yet, that he has been, 
taken from us. He was so useful, s0 
gifted, so absorbed in his work. It seem- 
ed so necessary for him to recover. He 
worked up to the last, and ‘ceased at 
once to work and live.’ He had not 
thought of going away, or if he had he 
did not mention it. There were no last 
words, but the life he lived was one 
‘hid with Christ in God’ A life of pa- 
tient, unremitting toil for the uplifting, 
enlightenment and Christianization of 
the multiplied millions of this vast em- 


pire. 
“Telegrams were sent to the mission 


stations within the bounds of the con- 
ference, and many of the brethren and 
sisters came to pay their last respects 
to the man whom we all loved and 
honored. His son, Hon. E. P. Allen, 
of Tientsin, and his daughter, Miss 
Ethel M. Allen, who was visiting her 
brother, could not get here in time. 
Friday afternoon, May 31, the body 
was laid to rest in the cemetery of 
Shanghai, in the same lot with Miss 
Laura Haygood, Miss Dora Rankin 
and others. I have attended many 
burials in Shanghal, and I do not think 
I ever saw a larger number in at- 
tendance than were present on Friday. 
Foreigners and Chinese were present 
to show their last respects to the de- 
parted. This writer was asked by the 
family to conduct the burial service, 
which he tried to do. He gave an 
outline of the life and labors of Dr. 
Allen, which was listened to with close 
and sympathetic attention. 

“The coffin’ was deeply covered with 
offerings that Were 
sent in. Afterwards these were all 
placed on the grave, which was com- 
pletely covered. 

“Mrs. Allen has borne up wonder- 
fully under this very sudden and sore 
affliction that has come to her. ; 

“On Sunday afternoon, at the 6 
o’clock service, Rey.. Gilbert Reid, D. 
D., conducted a most appropriate 
memorial service. He preached a ser- 
mon in which he told of the great 
work that Dr. Allén had done for the 
church and for China. 

“The Shanghai Missionary Associa- 
tion, of which Dr. Allen had long been 
a leading, active member, passed reso- 
lutions by a rising vote, Memorial 
services will be held in our churches 
suitable tg the memory of the de- 
céased. oa av “% 

“The China mission confefence is 
greatly bereaved. We have sustained 
an irreparable loss. Our great leader 
has been taken from us, and there is 
no one to take his place. Among the 
4.000 missionaries in China, Dr. Allen 
was easily among the very first. He 
was a missionary to the empire. All 
missions will.feel his loss; China has 
lost one of her best, wisest and most 
devoted friends. The Southern Meth- 
odist church mourns the loss of her 
greatest missionary—a missionary- 
statesman whose place no one can fill. 

“T propose that a memorial to Dr, 
Allen be built in Shanghai. We have 
long needed a church for the North 
Carolina college. I hope that money 
will be given at once to build a 
church on the North Carolina college 
compound, and call fit the Young J. 
Allen Memorial church. 

“Refore this is printed, others will 
have written of Dr. Allen. TI fave not 
time now to write more, but later on 
hope to write about the great work 
he has done for China. We bow sub- 
missively to the divine will. We are in 
sorrow, but we labor on expecting to 
again see our Gear father

GOBER BELIEVED OUT OF RACE 


Lively Times Ahead in North Geore- 
gia—Four Cantidates for Solici- 
tor General Have Already 
Announced Their Inten- 
tion to Make Race. 


The announcement comes from the 


Blue Ridge circuit that Hon. Carter 
Tate, of Pickens county, United States 
attorney for the northern district of 
Georgia, has consented to the use of 
his name in connection with the contest 
for the judgeship of that circuit. 

It is undertsood that Judge George F. 
Gober will not be a candidate for re- 
election, but that his ancient antagonist, 
Hon. Newt Morris, will again be in the 
race, 

It is said that an aggressive campaign 
along the lines of the former fight may 
be expected. 

The contest over the judgeship of this 
cireult three years ago between Gober 
and Morris was perhaps the bitterest 
fight ever made for a ‘judgeship in 
Georgia. The entire «circuit became 
deeply involved and personal feeling ran 
so high that the many wounds of the 
battle have never yet healed. 

Immediatély after the contest Morris 
announced his candidacy for the next 
election, and since that time he has 
made no secret of the fact: that he was 
in the fight to a finish. 

For a aa time it was not definitely 
known what Judge Gober would do, 
manv taking the position that he would 
not ‘be a candidate for reelection and 
others declaring that he would be. 

The announcement that Carter Tate 
will make the race for the judgeship 
clearly indicates that Judge Gober will 
retire and that the batfle will be waged 
between Tate and Morris. 

For solicitor general of the circuft it 
is said that there are so far four en- 
tries—Representatives William Butt, of 
Fannin; ex-Representatives Griffin and 
Foster, of Cobb, and Henderson, of 
Forsyth, the present solicitor, Hon.
